A fire that—since the city is a l­ 
ready bo nded ta its 
fullest extent 
and is 149 .000 in debt—co mes as a dire 
calamity , destro y ed the First ward 
scho o l building, in which the high 
scho o l and the superintendent o f the 
city scho o ls had their quarters, early 
Sunday mo rning, entailing a heavy 
lo ss and crippling the city ’s scho o l 
sy stem fo r the balance o f the term and 
po ssiblv'fo r mo nths to co me. 
The o rigin o f the fire is a my stery 
that pro bably will never be so lved. 
The co ncensus o f o pinio n is that the 
building 
w h s 
accidentally fired by 
so me o ne inside. 
There is co nsiderable 
discussio n 
co ncerning the o rigin o f 
the fire and so me are o f the belief that 
it was caused by high scho o l bo y s, 
o f unkno wn identity , wriio were in the 
building presumably to raise a class 
flag. 
Altho ugh this o pinio n prevails 
there is hut little evidence to sustain 
it. 
DISCOVERED BY GOWDY. 
The fir« was disco vered by Ho n. 
Jo hn K. Go wdy , 
fo rmerly 
Uuited 
States Co nsul General to Paris. France, 
w ho resides acro ss the street fro m the 
building. 
“ I was awakened at 4:30,” said 
Mr. Go wdy , ‘‘by the so und o f falling 
glass. 
I tho ught that so me o ne was 
try ing to get into the ho use o r into 
the residence o f Samuel Innis, imme­ 
diately no rth 
o f us. 
I ran to the 
windo w o f inv bed ro o m, which is o n 
the no rth side o f the ho use, and lo o ked 
o ut. 
Smo ke and flames were po uring 
fro m the third windo w to the no rth 
in ro o m 3, o n the lo wer flo o r. 
I ran 
to the o ther side o f the ho use and 
called to my neighbo rs that the scho o l 
building was o n fire. 
I called my 
so n-in-law,'M r. Mansfield, who asked 
the 
exchange, o ver the 
pho ne, to 
give him co nnectio ns with the fire de 
partment. 
Central replied that the 
co mpany had no co nnectio ns there, and 
Mr. Mansflt 11 !e t wo rd f r th i o perato r 
to no tify the department o f the tire.” 
ALARM SOUNDED. 
While Mr. Go wd.v was calling the 
attentio n 
o f his 
neighbo rs, Cicero 
Vance, who resides o n 
East Sixth 
street, ami who was o n his wav do wn 
to wn, was attracted to the fire 
Mr. 
Vance called Will Bliss, who resides 
acro ss 
th© « street, so uth 
fro m the 
building. 
Mr. 
Bliss 
had 
already 
arisen. 
“ When I ran fro m the ho use,“ said 
Mr. Bliss, “ the flames wo re co ming 
o ut o f a windo w o f ro o m 3 o u the 
lo wer flo o r. 
No o ther 
part o f the 
building seemed to be o n fire ” 
A. L. Riggs, Ho mer Havens. Gny 
Abercro mbie, Frank Mull, l>r. W. O. 
Smith, Ben L. Me Parian and o ther 
residents m the neighbo rho o d o f the 
building were attracted by the calls o f 
Messrs. Go wdy and Vance, and hast­ 
ened 
into 
the street. 
Two alarms 
were turned in fro m bo x 24, co rner 
Sixth and Perkins streets by Mrs. A. 
L. Riggs 
and 
her daughter, Mrs. 
Blanche Abercro mbie, who ran o ut o f 
the ho use in their nigi . _» o thing, and 
Dr. W. C. Smith. 
DEPARTMENT RESPONDS. 
The fire department was quick to re­ 
spo nd. 
The ho rses came up the street 
at a terrific pace and in a sho rt time 
six lines o * ho se were laid and water 
was being thro wn o n the lire fro m 
vario us 
po ints o f 
vantage. 
Befo re 
the department 
arrived the breeze 
co miug'fro m the no rthwest and go ing 
thro ugh the wind: wt fro m which the 
crlass had fallen, had fanned the fire 
into an immense furnace which ro ared 
and 
cracked as 
the flames 
swept 
thro ugh the building. 
“ When I reached ¡¡the scene,” Fire 
Chief Ro binso n said, “ the fire had 
reached the cupo la, so fast had it 
spread. 
We saw that it was impo ssible 
to get at the seco nd flo o r and we turned 


all o f the water into the puilding 
thro ugh 'the windo ws o n the lo wer 
flo o r.” 
Fireman Andrew Sfciftler, who reach­ 
ed the fire befo re the 
department, 
said: “ The flames had reached the 
cupo la when I arrived aud were in 
the ro o m in the no rhwest co rner up­ 
stairs. 
The fire seemed to be every ­ 
where at o nce.” 
FIRE ENGINE TAKEN TO SCENE. 
The team o f ho rses drawing the ho se 
wago n, with driver Pugh, were sent 
back to the engine ho use after the fire 
engine which upo n its arival, was co n­ 
nected with the fire cistern in Sixth 
street, o ppo site the bniiding. 
MANY PEOPLE SEE FIRE. 
The alarms 
bro ught hundreds o f 
peo ple to the scene. 
Many expressio ns 
o f deep regret at the destructio n o f 
the scho o l building were heard and 
many scho o l children present lamented 
the lo ss o f their bo o ks. 
UNABLE TO SAVE BUILDING. 
The fire had gained such headway 
that it was impo ssible to save the 
In d ng But few things were remo vt d 
fro m it. 
Practically every thing that 
the building co ntained was destro y ed. 
Fo r 
fo rty 
minutes 
the 
firemen 
battled with the flames befo re they 
had them fully under co ntro l. 
The 
cro wds remained abo ut the building 
until 7 and 8 o ’clo ck. 
The firemen 
co ntinued thro wing water o n the rnins 
until 2 o ’clo ck in the afterno o n. 
A 
large number o f peo ple visited the 
scene o f the fire Sunday and to day 
Jo hn Kirkpatrick, janito r o f the bnild 
ing and Geo rge Abernathy were detail­ 
ed by the po lice co mmittee o f the citv 
co uncil as special po icemen, to keep 
the peo ple away fro m the walls, which 
were badly cracked and which, it was 
feared, 
might 
fall. 
Ro pes 
were 
stretched abo ut the building and no 
o ne was permitted to enter the y ard. 
A special po liceman was o n duty at 
the scene last night. 
SUPT. SCHOLL TALKS. 
Superintendent J. H. Scho ll, o f the 
City scho o ls in discusing the fire said : 
“ I was abo ut the building as late as 
10:30 Saturday night and every thing 
seemed t » 'b:i all right. 
So meo ne tele­ 
pho ned me o f the fire and I reached 
the N<^fie abo ut 5 o ’clo ck. 
Every ro o m 
in the building was ablaze at that time 
except the three ro o ms o n the no rth. 
The cupo la was just falling as I came 
up. 
“ The fire is certainly a mo st disas­ 
tro us o ne. 
All o f the scho o l reco rds 
dating fro m the time Bupt. Graham 
dedicated the bniiding and co ntinuing 
up to the present time were destro y ed, 
to gether with eighty -six fine diplo mas 
and $2o wo rth o f fine co mmencement 
invitatio ns. 
Every thing m my o ffice 
was destro ved. 
The high scho o l cir­ 
culating library with $1000 wo rth o f 
bo o ks, to gether with $500 wo rth o f 
valuable reference bo o ks were destro y ­ 
ed. 
The building and all its co ntents 
are practically 
a 
to tal 
lo ss. 
The 
piano and the three o rgans in the 
building were destro y ed. The high 
scho o l’s phy sical labrato ry , with its 
1500 wo rth 
o f apparatus, is go ne. 
So me bo o ks, 
ho wever, were 
saved 
fro m Miss Madden’s ro o m and Miss 
Hay wo rth's ro o m. 
They were practi­ 
cally all that was saved. 
The scho o l 
| bo ard met while the fire was raging 
| to ascertain the co nditio n o f the in­ 
surance po licies. 
They were fo und 
to be in pro per shape, having been 
kept paid and renewed at the pro per 
time. 
I have no o pinio n as to ho w 
j the fire o riginated. 
It is my o pinio n, 
ho wever, that there will be no mo re 
| scho o l in the First ward this 
Miss Odear’i ro o m, farther 
up the 
street will go ahead 
as usual and 
scho o l will be co ntinued at the Third 
ward building. 
All o f 
the teachers 
^ will meet Mo nday to ma ke up the 


reco rds that have been destro y ed. 
I 
think they can co me within five per 
cent, o f the grades that were o n the 
bo o ks. 
It is my o pinio n that all o f 
the pupils will clo se up their term's 
wo rk o n the wo rk that they have al­ 
ready . do ne They will pro bably be 
graded and pro mo ted that way .” 
THINKS BUILDING WAS FIRED. 
Gates Sexto n, 
president 
o f 
the 
scho o l bo ard, in discussing the fire 
expressed the o pinio n that the build­ 
ing 
was accidently 
fired by high 
scho o l bo y s, evidently in the building 
fo r the purpo se o f raising a class flag. 
“ We have iiad tro uble with the bo y s 
all week,” said Mr. Sexto n, “ and they 
had been warned to 
remain away 
fro m the bniiding. 
The bo ard had 
May o r 
Hall detail Po liceman Mike 
Go rdo n fo r duty at the scho o l building 
and we had him o n duty , o n the In­ 
side, fo r fo rty -five nights this spring. 
There is alway s fire in the 
to ilet 
ro o ms in the basement, but I do no t 
think that the fire o riginated there. 
It seems to have started in ro o m 3. 
Besides there was no fire in the build­ 
ing last night at all. 
I think that it 
was accidently set afire by the bo y s. 
The bo ard will investigate the matter 
tho ro ughly , altho ugh it is believed 
that an investigatio n will be o f little 
avail. ” 
Mr Sexto n eati mates the to tal lo ss 
at $30,000. 
The to tal amo unt o f in­ 
surance 
held o n the building was 
$15,500. * The insurance is*appjrtio ned

SAW BOYS WITH LANTERN. 
Abo ut 9 :30 p. m ., Charles Kennedy , 
so n o f E L. Kennedy , living at the 
co rner o f Seventh and Willo w streets, 
and 
his bro ther Archie, while 
o n 
their way ho me fro m the business sec­ 
tio n o f the city , saw two ho vs, who m 
they did no t reco gnize, o n the co rner 
o f Perkins and 
Seventh streets in 
fro nt pf the residence o f O. O. Brann. 
The bo vs had a railro ad lantern, a 
bucket and a basket o f 1 cinch. 
It af­ 
terwards develo ped that these bo y s 
were waiting fo r Will Brann to pre­ 
pare fo r a fishing expeditio n up the 
creek. 
The fishing party was co mpo sed 
o f Will Brann, Walter Hubbard, Paul 
Harris and a y o ung man named Fer­ 
guso n. 
SAW LIGHT UPSTAIRS. 
The y o ung men retrnned fro m their 
fishing 
trip 
at 
1:40. 
When they 
passed the scho o l ho use Paul Harris 
say s Mr. Hubbard called their atten­ 
tio n to a burning gas jet in the up­ 
stairs ro o m in the no rtheast co rner o f 
the building. 
They tho ught little o f 
the light and did no t investigate. 
FLAG ON CUPOLA. 
Grant C. Gregg, ex-janito r o f the 
scho o l building, returned fro m the 
business district o f the city sho rtly af­ 
ter 11 o ’clo ck. 
“ I walked up the 
street with 
Ho mer Havens, ” said 
Mr. Gregg, “ and after talking with 
him fo r so me time« I started o n to 
my ho me. 
I no ticed so piething pro ­ 
truding fro m the cupo la o f the scho o l 
building and I tho ught it was a piece 
o f tin. 
I stepped back to lo o k at it 
agaiu ami I fo und that the o bject was 
a flag o f so me kind, presumably a class 
flag. 1 co uld tell by the mo o nlight 
that it was a flag, but I co uld no t tell 
to what class it belo nged. 
It was no t 
raised o n the flag staff, but had been 
tacked o n a po le and the ]>o le nailed 
to the cupo la.” 
Jo hn T. Kirkpatrick, janito r, left 
the building 
abo nt 10 o ’clo ck and 
every thing was apparently safe at that 
time. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick lo st abo ut $75 wo rth 
o f tine carpenter’s to o ls. 
SCHOOL BOARD MEETS. 
The members o f the Scho o l Bo ard 
met at 7 o ’clo ck this mo rning in the 
* o ffice o f the president, Gate« Sexto n. 
The Bo ard decided to petitio n the citv 
co uncil fo r a special electio n fo r the 
purpo se o f autho rizing the Bo ard to 
issue mo re bo nds fo r the erectio n o f 
two new buildings to co st at least 
$40,000. 
The members o f the Bo ard 
say that they have been advised to 
. build ano ther graded building ana a 
new high scho o l building and they are 
in favo r o f erecting buildings large 
eno ugh to acco mmo date* the increase 
in the number o f scho o l children fo r 
y ears,to co me. 
The Bo ard this mo rn­ 
ing, did no t discuss the lo catio n o f 
the new buildings, but o ne o f them at 
least will rise fro m ^the ashes o f the 
o ld o ne. 
The scho o l o fficials realize 
the necessity o f do ing so mething at 
o nce acid they have asked the city 
co uncil to meet with them jn special 
sessio n to night fo r the purpo se o f talk­ 
ing things o ver and taking so me actio n 
o n the petitio n. 
May o r Hall has call­ 


ed-the ro eeting*which will be called 
to o rder at 7 : 30. 
FIRST WARD SCHOOL DISMISSED 
The Scho o l Bo ard at its meeting 
this mo rning decided to dismiss scho o l 
in the First ward fo r the balance o f 
the term. 
Miss Alma Odear wilFco n- 
tinue scho o l in hsr ro o m o n Seventh 
street until the end o f the term. There 
will also be scho o l 
at the co lo red 
scho o l and at the ¡Third ward build­ 
ing. 
Altho ugh the Bo ard to o k no ac­ 
tio n this mo rning to ward any investi­ 
gatio n into the cause o f the fire, it is 
understo o d that it will do so . 
All o f 
the members o f the* Bo ard are o f the 
o pinio n that the building was fired 
accidently by so me o ne inside. 
Fire 
Chief Ro binso n said y esterday that 
he will co nduct an investigatio n him­ 
self in an effo rt to ascertain the man­ 
ner in which the fire o riginated. 
The 
Scho o l Bo ard will take no actio n to ­ 
ward having the ruins "cleared away 
until every thing is pro perly adjusted. 
HAD BEEN BURNING AN HOUR. 
Cicero Vance, Guy Abercro mbie and 
Dr. W. C. Smith were the first per­ 
so ns to reach the building after the 
fire was disco vered, but they were un­ 
able to save any thing. 
Dr. Smith is 
o f the o pinio n that the fire had been 
burning at least an ho ur befo re it 
was disco vered. 
The do cto r turned in 
the seco nd alarm. 
Mrs. Riggs ami 
Mrs. Abercro mbie were turning in the 
first 
alarm as he 
ran to ward the 
building. 
The fire—altho ugh it may no t have 
been started bv the high scho o l bo y s— 
sho uld be a lesso n to high scho o l bo y s 
in the future. 
No mo re class scraps 
sho uld be held aro und the building. 
Almo st all o f the teachers sustained 
severe perso nal lo sses in the shape o f 
reference bo o ks and o ther belo ngings, 
which were destro y ed. 
A singular incident o f the fire was 
the fact that the clo ck in ro o m 6 o n the 
lo wer flo o r and in the so uthwest co r­ 
ner o f the bniiding, co ntinued run 
ning thro ugho ut 
the day , Sunday . 
Remaining as it did in actio n, it was 
but a sy mbo l o f 
b e t t e r things to co me. 
The fire might have been rno ch wo rse 
than it was. 
Had. the bniiding been 
destro y ed while scho o l was in pro gress 
mo re o r less lives might have been 
lo st befo re the scho o l children co uld 
reach a place o f saftey . 
Sparks fro m the fire and pieces o f 
burnt paper and'even slate was carried 
as far so uth as the Oircleville scho o l 
ho use. 
There was so me co al in the 
basement o f the building and when it 
to o k fire there was tro uble in extin­ 
guishing 
the 
blaze. 
The 
firemen 
wo rked at a disadvantage fo r there 
was fear that explo sio ns might result 
fro m the chemicals in the labrato ry . 
There were so me slight explo sio ns but 
no ne o f any co nsequance. 
The fine pictures presented to the 
scho o l by the classes o f ’04 and ’05 
were destro y ed, as were many o ther 
pictures o f value that ado rned the 
walls o f 
the high scho o l assembly 
ro o m. 
The First ward building w?as erected 
in the vear 1809 . 
Scho o l o pened there 
Oct. 4th o f that y ear. 
Pro f. David 
Graham was the first superintendent. 
He say s that, at that time there were 
six ro o ms in the building, fo ur being 
o n the lo wer flo o r and two o n the up 
per o ne 
An additio n was built to the 
building abo nt the y ear 1880, by E. 
O. Dale. 
The additio n co nsisted o f 
fo ur ro o ms. 
The building has been 
altered until at the time it was de- 
i stro y ed there were thirteen ro o ms, be­ 
sides the library and superintendent’s 
o ffice. 
Mr. Graham feels grieved o ver 
the destructio n o f the building. 
He 
taught there until 1883, and he say s 
that every y ear was a mo st happy o ne. 
When Mr. Graham taught the high 
j scho o l the two ro o ms o n the east side, 
j upstairs, co mprised o ne ro o m. 
The 
I high scho o l o ccupies this ro o m 
Mr. 
Ho dgins. o f Richmo nd, succeeded Mr. 
Graham as superintendent and he was 
succeeded by Janies Baldwin, and then 
fo llo wed by E. H. Butler, who was 
succeeded 
by Samuel Abercro mbie. 
After Mr. Abercro mbie’s death, A. 
j G. McCrego r co nducted the scho o ls. 
Mr. McCrego r was succeeded by J. H. 


j Scho ll, the present incumbent. 
A large number o f the residents o f 
Rushville and Rash co unty received at 
least a pxrt o f their educatio n in the 
baUding. 
Many , as thev viewed the 
ruins Sunday , recalled the go t d times 
that they 
had when thev went to 
scho o l and play ed games at recess in 
the scho o l y ard. 
No t a few o f them 
recalled times when thev had been 
? called befo re the superintendent and 
) reprimanded o r whipped. 
It is 
mo st 
| unfo rtunate 
that 
the fire o ccurred 
(since the city is so heavily in debt.
